WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi­ 
dent Kennedy’s order for a sur­ 
vey looking to “ elim ination of ob­ 
solete bases” of the arm ed forces 
can stir up hornet nests both at 
home and abroad.

— and often do — contend that 
bases may attract enem y rockets 
or bom bers. And, as in the United 
States, there also is the m atter of 
additional income for the com ­ 
munity. 
Actually, the process of trim ­ 
ming down the big network of Air 
Force, Navy and Arm y bases was 
under way before Kennedy or­

What To Do with Wheat 


Agriculture Secretary Freeman says it 
is his understanding that the wheat sur­ 
plus problem will be dealt with by the Ken­ 
nedy administration on a priority basis. 
Other spokesmen agree but say it has a low 
priority. 
In view of these priority conflicts, the 
wheat grower can only wait and see. But 


it would not be surprising to see action 
centering in the 1.3 billion bushels of wheat 
stocks now on hand. Perhaps a way can 
be found to take a psychological price-de­ 
pressing stigma off. 
Some observers contend this mountain of 
wheat can be moved. Domestic consump­ 
tion is 600 million bushels a year for food, 
feed, seed and other uses. This crop year 
600 m i l l i o n bushels is expected to be 
moved abroad, but it will be given away or 
sold at low” prices. But it appears that the 
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stored amount is only IOO million bushels 
more tnan will be disposed of. 
A poor crop might be harvested at any 
time, and in a world crisis 1.3 billion 
bushels would soon run out. 
To really help farm prices, perhaps much ; 
of the wheat reserve should be put in a 
place w h e r e it doesn't stare markets in 
the face all the time. Then it could be de­ 
termined how much, if any, additional gov­ 
ernment action is needed.

Allow Children To Live 


A troubled m other writes to me: 
“ Our children were really loved. 
We earned and saved and spent 
money together. We went on trips 
together: read together, played to­ 
gether. prayed together. 
“ Then our children becam e teen­ 
agers and they ‘discovered’ that we 
had been doing everything wrong. 
Our gals had only three or four 
sw eaters, others had fifteen. We 
w aited ’til we could pay, others 
sim ply bought. Our children walk­ 
ed, others rode. Ours drank milk, 
ethers had pop! 
“ Then cam e the shock. Our eld­ 
est son threatened to leave home 
unless he could have a car. T h e 
eldest girl threatened to l e a v e 
unless she c o u l d be m arried be­ 
fore graduation. Our close, well­ 
loved children had become mon­ 
sters. Not because of us believe 
m e. but because of the ‘others’!” 
Togetherness 
is 
delightful for 
p aren t but children want to walk 
th eir own paths and to build their 
own lives. Parents m ay guide their 
children, but the generations are 
different. Jack Kennedy and Ike 
Eisenhower are of different gen­ 
erations and they respond differ­ 
ently to identical conditions. My 
correspondent seem s 
w o r r i e d 
about over indulgent parents who 
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“ forgot that chastisem ent is a sign 
of love.” 
The conflict of generations is et­ 
ernal and the current generations 
face stresses and 
strains which 
arise from war, from taxes, from 
insecurity, from mixed moral crit­ 
eria from post - poned m arriages 
and postponed careers. Chastise­ 
m ent does not 
solve problem s; 
chastisem ent can only impose the 
decisions of one generation upon 
another, often unrealistically. Chil­ 
dren set up defenses against paren­ 
tal correction and learn how to get 
around them . 
For instance, this girl who want­ 
ed to be m arried before graduation 
w as in a hurry for m any reasons, 
one of w h i c h , probably the un­ 
spoken reason, was that she fear­ 
ed that she would lose her boy. 
When I went to c o l l e g e , stu­ 
dents were expelled if they m ar­ 
ried before graduation; if they at­ 
tem pted trial m arriage, or to use 
a vulgar term , shacking up, they 
were most certainly expelled. 
Today, it seems different. The 
colleges and universities have ab 
andoned supervision over such m at 
ters, just as som e professors per­ 
m it smoking in class and the boy 
and girl 
dress 
like 
hooligans, 
without taste or distinction. 
Parents are often taken by sur­ 
prise. as my correspondent appar­ 
ently is, but the young people are 
not necessarily “ b a d ” because 
they want cars and desire the ad- 
j venture of early m arriage. They 
are. of course, inexperienced and 
m any of their ideas do not serve 
* them effectively. 
A young m an, still at college. 
with a wife and perhaps a child 
could slow up his career because 
, m any opportunities 
are 
lost to 
J him . On the o t h e r hand, many 
students claim that m arried life is 
less exhausting and time-wasting 
than courtship and much less ex­ 
pensive, because t h e compulsive

showing-off costs are eliminated. 
It is difficult for m any parents 
to know what to do when they face 
children 
who 
becom e 
Beatniks, 
who use soiled language, who as­ 
sociate with bad com panions, who 
drivt away from the advantages of 
m e a n s and education, who de­ 
velop an affinity for dirt. Parents 
become distraught. In a decade 
they may be proud of these same 
children. It takes tim e in a period 
of change. 
Yet if they will think back to the 
crazy 1920’s with its spiked beer, 
its Charleston and bunny-hug and 
all the g o i n g s on which accom­ 
panied Prohibition, including blan­ 
ket parties on the cam pus and pan­ 
ty 
raids of 
the sororities — it 
would seem that the world is al­ 
ways somewhat m ad and only me 
and thee have lived sanely all our 
lives. Ahd t r u t h to tell, I know 
so little about thee. As for me, I 
have yet to write an autobiograph- 
Phy. 
So what we need to do is to give 
our children some early guidance, 
to let them live with their owm gen­ 
eration from early childhood, so 
that they 
glow 
up 
strong 
and 
wholesome and are not astounded 
by a realistic world. 
This togetherness business, be 
tween parent and children is psy 
chologically hard on children who 
w ant to live with young people 
their own age. This is always true 
and parents need to respect that. 
But p a r e n t s w ant to live their 
own ’ives, too and som etim es find 
that as their children become old­ 
er. 
They find that the children inter­ 
fere with their lives, being very 
critical of the parents and their 
conduct, expressing their criticism, 
often in bookishly contemptuous 
language. Parents do not have to 
take second place if they can hold 
their own among their progeny.

D ear Sir: 
“ Recently a story was carried in 
the Circleville Herald, stating that 
the Teays Valley School Board had 
voted to install electric heating in 
the new high s c h o o l building 
which was approved by the voters 
of the district in the November el­ 
ections. 
“ As the school issue was voted 
on three tim es before passing, and 
then by the slim m est of margins, it 
is apparent that the citizens of the 
Teays Valley School D istrict are 
very cost-conscious and are reluc­ 
tant to unnecessary increase tax­ 
es. 
“ Therefore, the seem ing apathy 
of the public to the electric heating 
announcem ent must be due to the 
lack of information issued on the 
subject. Some research into t^e 
heating issue has determ ined cer 
lain facts which should be public 
knowledge. 
“ The Electric Company heating 
consultants were 
contacted and 
presented their story before the 
Gas C o m p a n y representatives 
were given an opportunity to ap­ 
pear before the board. In fact, the 
school b o a r d voted (by a 3- to 2 
m argin) to heat electrically before 
the Gas Company’s cost analysis 
was completed and presented to 
the board m em bers. The pro-elec­ 
tric m em bers of the school board 
have s t a t e d further that the 
Gas Company figures will not be 
considered and that the issue will 
not be reopened. 
“ It therefore appears that the 
cost figures should be presented to 
the public before the school board 
m akes what could be a serious and 
costly mistake. The Electric Com­ 
pany. by making sizable rate ad­ 
justm ents. has presented the fol­ 
lowing estim ated annual cost of 
electricity for an all electric school 
Cost of Operation of lighting, cook­ 
ing equipment, motors, etc., $8,400; 
Electric W ater heating cost, 2.000; 
Electric heating cost, 18,950; Tot­ 
al annual electric bill, $29,350, 
“ The Gas Company engineers 
have used the Electric Company 
estim ates of heating requirem ents, 
converted the resultant kilowatts to 
the corresponding am ount of gas, 
and by applying the present Ash­ 
ville Franchise rate, have estim at­ 
ed the sam e am ount of heating by 
gas would annually cost $4,319. 
“ This represents a savings of 
$14,631 a year ($18,950 $4,319), or 
a savings over the life of the school 
bond (25 years) of $365,775, In ad­ 
dition, by using gas for cooking 
equipm ent and for w ater heating 
other savings would be derived. 
“ The proponents of electric heat­ 
ing have advanced the following 
argum ents: 
“ I. Initial building costs would 
be lower by elim inating the boiler 
room and smoke stack necessary 
j for gas heating. 
“ Answer: Due to tile high cost of 
electric heat, the building must be 
highly insulated to prevent loss of 
heat. The added insulation neces­

to

000 which is the approxim ate cost 
of the complete gas heating sys­ 
tem . In addition, the electric heat­ 
ing equipm ent would cost approxi­ 
m ately $100,000 on top of the added 
insulation expense.

“ 2. The proponents of electric 
heat have stated that the salary’ of 
a boiler man will be elim inated. 
“ Answer: M o d e r n autom atic 
gas boilers require only a mini­ 
mum of attendance (approxim ate­ 
ly one hour a day), to check op­ 
eration and inspect controls. This 
can be done by janitorial person­ 
nel and sim ilar attendance would 
be required of an electric heating 
system .

“ There 
have 
been 
numerous 
heating studies conducted by re- 
l i a b l e , independent researchers. 
These r e p o r t s have all indicat­ 
ed that gas heating is cheaper by 
am ounts ranging from 50 per cent 
to 500 per cent. 
“ Certainly the facts indicate that 
the school board should reexam ine 
its decision and consider all cost 
estim ates. I feel that it would be 
money well spent to engage a re­ 
liable heating consultant who is 
independent of the gas com pany, 
electric company and designing a r­ 
chitect, to survey the costs and to 
recom m end the most efficient and 
economical heating system . 
“ It is well known that designing 
architects will usually reflect the 
sentim ent of the school board in 
m aking recommendations, in order 
to avoid long drawn-out controver­ 
sies. 
“ If you are also disturbed about 
this situation, please contact your 
school board m em ber and let him 
know your v i e w s . Surely, an 
equitable decision can be reached 
without resorting to the legal re­ 
sources which are available to tax­ 
payers in situations such as this.”

stopped—th a t’s taken for granted 
—but w hether the m easures pro­ 
posed will do the job. 
T hat’s the view of a growing 
num ber 
of 
financial 
observers 
who daily grow more vocal on 
the problem which President Ken­ 
nedy posed in his news confer­ 
ence and has tackled in his State 
of the Union message 
The United States can halt the 
outflow’ of gold and bring its in­ 
ternational financial paym ents in­ 
to balance. That also is taken for 
granted. 
But then you get Into the real 
dispute. 
At one extrem e are those who 
say that the dollar can be defend­ 
ed—not alone by bringing the dol­ 
la r’s overseas outgo and income 
into balance—but only if it is also 
protected at home by stabilizing 
prices and putting and keeping 
the U. S. Treasury on a balanced 
diet. In other words, by licking 
inflation, which was the original 
culprit in weakening and th rea t­ 
ening the status of the dollar. 
At the other extrem e are those 
who hold that the gold loss isn’t 
serious yet, is nearing an end 
anyway from natural causes, and 
steps already taken to trim over­ 
seas spending will make its end 
certain. 
In between are those who hold 
that the loss of gold in the last 


three years is indeed serious and 
must be stopped, that half-way 
measures won t do it, but that the 
dollar isn’t in present danger as 
scare stories might indicate. 
President Kennedy sums up the 
problem this way: The over-all 
deficit in our balance of paym ents 
with the rest of the w'orld in­ 
creased by nearly $11 billion in 
the last three years. And holders 
of dollars abroad (foreigners and 
Americans) converted some $5 bil­ 
lion of that into gold once held by 
the T reasury 
All bank economists heard from 
agree with the President that the 
dollar m ust be maintained at its 
present level, which means the 
gold price must be kept at $35 an 
ounce.

and problem s.” 
The m an who holds a doctorate 
in both law and psychology has 
reached these conclusions after 30 
years of "freeing so called incom ­ 
patible couples” ; returning to col­ 
lege for postgraduate work in p sy ­ 
chology and m arriage counseling; 
a 
decade 
of 
patching 
together 
broken hearts. 
T racing the history of m arria g e. 
he points out "The first m arria g es 
were sim ply m arriage by capture 
— the cavem an would conk a like­ 
ly fem ale on the head and drag 
her hom e to be his 
m ate. 
Then 
cam e m a rria g e bv p urchase and 
later m arria g es arranged by fa m ­ 
ilies. It w as not until the Ninth 
or Tenth century that m u tu al love 
b ecam e the principal factor. 
"M any of the prevailing concepts 
of m a r r i a g e today are real 
ly those of our parents and g ra n d ­ 
paren ts — the Nineteenth Century 
m a rria g e w here the fam ily was 
largely rural, the father w as the 
provider and patriarch, and the 
wife had the subordinate role and 
endless, menial domestic duties.”

Companionship will be the key­ 
note. H usband and wives will be 
able to clearly reaffirm the real 
enduring values — the worth of the 
hum an personality, the dignity of 
m an and woman and child — the 
basic goals of hum an living, long 
fru strated in 
incongruous 
tra d it­ 
ions.”

M ayer says will help bring this 
about are: 
A b e tte r understanding of one­ 
self. More people will try to un d er­ 
stand th eir mortivations, fe ars and 
frustrations and attain emotional 
m aturity. 
L ess dom estic drudgery. G re a t­ 
er use of prepared foods and more 
labor-saving devices and. easier- 
to-m aintam homes will red u ce do 
m estic duties. 
E ducation in infantile concepts 
of ro m an tic love will give w ay to 
a m ore intelligent choice of one's 
m ate as well as prepare young 
people for the realities of m arried 
life. 
B etter sex education In p lace of 


feelings of anxiety and guilt child­ 
ren will receive a wholesome und­ 
erstanding of sex which will help 
them to grow up to be able to give 
and receive love as m ature adults. 
Increased m a rria g e counseling. 
In addition to 
more 
w idespread 
private help by qualified counsel­ 
ors. m any divorce courts will e s ­ 
tablish counseling service. 
Complete 
independence of wo­ 
men. The attainm ent and recogni­ 
tion of full equality will elim inate 
the wife's insistence for it and the 
husband’s resistance to it and will 
end the conflict th at results. 
All of the above factors, Dr. M ay­ 
er believes, 
will help elim inate 
m any of the sym ptom s of u n h a p ­ 
py m arriag e — 
in-law 
troubles, 
money disputes and alcoholism— 
because the underlying causes will 
have been rem oved. 
Other factors 
in the changing 
A merican life which he says will 
contribute 
to 
happier m arriag es 
include: 
g re a te r 
fam ily 
incom e 
and (m aybe) a shorter work week 
and more leisure w’ith the fam ily. 
Just because the new concept of 
m arriage will not be prevalent u n ­ 
til 1975, Dr. M ayer is quick to add. 
doesn't m ean one has to wait for 
m arital bliss. 


“ For those couples who have a t­ 
tained em otional m aturity, who can 
cast off old c o n c e p t s and base 
their relations 
on 
love, 
respect 
and dignity,” he says, "the Gold­ 
en Age of M arriage can be their 
right here and now in 1961” .

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — S e n 
Stephen M. Young. D-Ohio, called 
the Civil Defense program a “bil­ 
lion-dollar boondoggle” in a Sen­ 
ate speech Tuesday. 
Young, w'ho has made a series 
of speeches on the subject, said he 
had just learned that Civil De­ 
fense officials have proposed “ a 
scheme whose foolishness rivals 
anything previously proposed or 
perpetrated by them .” 
“ It is my information that the 
Office of Civil and Defense Mobil­ 
ization plans to ask Congress for 
a $50 - million appropriation to 
equip all power plants to transm it 
a signal w’hich would sound off 
buzzers plugged into electrical out­ 
lets in American homes,” he said. 
“ These buzzers are to cost at 
least $5 apiece, and on a national 
basis the public would be hood­ 
winked into spending $250 million 
for them. 
“ How absurd can these officials 
get? Assuming for the sake of 
argument t h a t this ridiculous 
scheme wras implemented, what 
would people do one the buzzing 
began?” 
“ In Cleveland, Ohio evacuation 
is preached,” he said. “ Residents 
are told to flee on highways to 
ward a neighboring city whose res­ 
idents are told to flee toward 1 
Cleveland. 
“ In the meantime. Civil Defense 
officials have caused signs to be 
placed on these highways warn­ 
ing that they will be closed to 
civilian traffic in event of enemy 
attack.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP •—Ques­ 
tion for jobless workers: 
Are you tired of waiting on long 
lines each week when you report 
to state unemployment offices in 
order to collect benefits?

AP Movie-TV Writer 
ABOARD H.M.S. BOUNTY, off 
Tahiti (API—Marlon Brando fas­ 
tened a rubber band around his

“ What a bore,” said the actor, 
his hair grown long for his role 
as Fletcher Christian in “ Mutiny 
On the Bounty,” 
Brando leaned against the rig­ 
ging of the majestic three-master, 
anchored 
off 
Papeete 
under 
a 
leaden sky. A hundred film mak 
ers were waiting — at $23,000 a 
day — for sunshine 
that 
never 
came. 
Except for his flapping hair. 
Brando seemed little 
concerned 
about the delay, nor did he ap 
pear happy that the film company 
would be returning to Hollywood 
early because of the rainy sea­ 
son. 
The company took a chance that 
the rains would come late, but 
they 
didnt, 
and 
its 
members 
have begun heading home. Bran­ 
do and crew will return w'hen the 
rains end. 
On the first

of shooting IO 
weeks ago, 
he remarked to direc­ 
tor Carol Reed: 
"I'm sorry to
